One city councillor and former 
Dartmouth mayor believes 
the people have spoken when 
it comes to the name of their 
community, regardless of what 
the signs say 

“We know where we live,” 
Gloria McCluskey said Tuesday. 

“We hve in Dartmouth. We 
worked hard to get what we have 
over there. So let’s keep it.” 

During Tuesday’s regional 
council meeting, McCluskey 
presented a petition with more 
than 1,600 signatures, asking 
that the name “Dartmouth” be 
retained on landmarks, such as 


the Dartmouth Common and 
Dartmouth Waterfront as well 
as Sullivan’s Pond. 

A community board near the 
pond was recently replaced to 
bear the new Halifax branding, 
inciting anger among many who 
demanded the area’s identity be 
respected. 

“it’s SuUivan’s Pond in Dart¬ 
mouth. And it is not Halifax and 
it never will be,” McCluskey said, 
“imagine telhng Sidney Crosby 
he’s from Halifax. He’s from Cole 
Harbour.” 

McCluskey explained that the 
rationale behind the new brand¬ 
ing, which was introduced last 
year, was to market the city re¬ 
gionally and internationally. 

Therefore, to switch signs 
over in Dartmouth is pointless, 
she said. 

Although McCluskey questions 
the level of support a motion to 
restore the name Dartmouth 
would gamer at council, she’s 
considering it. 

“if that’s going to proceed, we 
have to do something to stop it.”

Hundreds of people lined up at 
a job fair in Dartmouth Tues¬ 
day for a chance at a job at the 
revamped Irving Shipbuilding 
facility in Halifax. 

“We’re overwhelmed by the 
turnout,” said Irving spokes¬ 
woman Mary Keith at the 
event at the Dartmouth Holi¬ 
day Inn. 

She said by 11 a.m. Tuesday 
200 people had already been 
through the process of stand¬ 
ing in line, then having a short 
interview upstairs. 

The event ran until 8 p.m. 

Irving Shipbuilding is look¬ 
ing to hire more than 200 
people by September, when 
the first ships will be built at 
the new facility. 

The company is looking 
for welders, pipe fitters, iron 
workers and marine fabrica¬ 
tors. 

“We’ve got a great diversity 
of skill sets here today,” said 
Keith, adding that there were 
people from other trades there 


as well looking for work. 

Right now, the company 
is only looking for journey- 
persons, not apprentices, but 
Keith said Irving Shipbuilding 
is already the largest employer 
of apprentices in the province, 
and has an on-going partner¬ 
ship with Nova Scotia Com¬ 
munity College. 

Keith said the company is fo¬ 
cused on “growing” workers at 
home, bringing people home 
from Alberta, keeping people 
in Nova Scotia and bringing 
new people to the province. 

Keith said Irving will be hir¬ 
ing 7,900 people in the next 
two years for all of its oper¬ 
ations — mostly in Atlantic 
Canada. 

There will be two more job 
fairs this summer: one in Fort 
McMurray, Alta., on July 8 and 
one in Sydney on July 15.

RCMP in Halifax issued an arrest 
warrant for the fourth person 
connected to a violent robbeiy 
in Upper Sackville last week. 

On Tuesday, officers issued a 
warrant for 33-year-old Chnton 
James Christie of Halifax. 

Christie is wanted in con¬ 
nection to the violent robbery 
that occurred June 8 on Col- 
grove Avenue, when RCMP say 
two armed men entered a resi¬ 
dence at 5:15 a.m. and tied up a 
48-year-old man, a 44 year-old 
woman, and a 13-year-old youth 
before stealing items from the 
home and 
fleeing in 
a car. Po¬ 
lice say

Workers anxious 
to get baek on job

As the lockout of hundreds 
of unionized workers from 
Halifax Water enters its fifth 
week, protesters took their 
fight to city hall on Tuesday, 
demanding more action from 
city council to get them back 
to the bargaining table. 

Protesters circled the court¬ 


yard in front of the building, 
waving flags and banging 
drums, decrying the city’s si¬ 
lence over the lockout. 

“We feel that council cer¬ 
tainly hasn’t been paying 
enough attention to our cause 
and they don’t know enough 
about what’s going on and 
what this dispute’s about,” 
Heather Corkum, president 
of inside workers’ union, said 
Tuesday. 

“They need to start paying 
attention and realizing we are 
locked out. We need to have 
our pensions, we need to save 
our future.” 

She said several councillors, 
including the mayor, sit on 
the utility’s board and have 
an obligation to intervene to

get workers back to their jobs. 

“These are all constituents,” 
she said of the 335 locked-out 
workers. 

“The water and wastewater 
are an important service in 
this city, and we should be 
getting back to work.” 

Mark Stevens, one of the at¬ 
tendees at Tuesday’s protest, 
says he has worked for the util¬ 


ity for the past 19 years and 
is not only upset about what 
the pension changes means 
for his retirement, but for the 
future of all Halifax Water 
employees. 

The lack of support from 
the city only compounds the 
problem, he added. 

“Thanks for the representa¬ 
tion, that’s all 1 can say about 
that.” 

Disputes between the util¬ 
ity and the union began after 
proposed changes to the pen¬ 
sion program were introduced 
that workers said would lose 
them thousands of dollars. 

“We are firm on our resolve. 
It doesn’t matter how many 
weeks (it takes),” Corkum said 
Tuesday.

Irving tax deal passes despite concerns 


A new tax deal between the 
city and Irving Shipbuilding 
passed its second reading 
Tuesday, but not without a 
fair number of concerns, in¬ 
cluding one around employee 
numbers. 

Coun. Stephen Adams ques¬ 
tioned reports that say work 
on building the new arctic 
patrol vessels would peak at 
1,000 employees by 2017 — 


a major problem since the 
city’s payout from the agree¬ 
ment begins at a workforce 
of 1,001. 

City staff could not provide 
exact employment figures, 
only saying they believed the 
numbers would meet what 
is required to achieve “full 
economic activity.” 

“Is what we are discuss¬ 
ing today the beginning, the

foundation of an industrial 
rate for our city that others 
can apply for?” Coun. Tim 
Outhit asked staff on Tuesday. 


“(Or) is this a one-off for a 
shipyard?” 

He later expressed dis¬ 
appointment that the agree¬ 
ment was specific only to 
Irving, missing the point of 
opening the door to “tax fair¬ 
ness” for other businesses in 
the municipality. 

Council eventually ap¬ 
proved the deal 11-5.

RECORD KEEPING 

Clarity needed for 
archives: Council 


Council has voted that more 
clarity is needed around the 
impacts introducing a new ad¬ 
ministrative order would have 
on the city’s management of its 
record-keeping and archives. 

On Tuesday, regional council 
voted 13 to 3 in favour of de¬ 
ferring a decision on whether 
to adopt a new administrative 
process that would change the 
way the city collects and clas¬ 
sifies its records. 

Coun. Waye Mason tabled 
the deferral after he said many 
local archivists voiced con¬ 
cerns about what such chan¬ 
ges would mean for the acqui¬ 
sition of records from private 
sources, as well as the role of 
municipal archivist. 

He also motioned that a sup¬ 
plementary staff report should 
be completed to answer these

Options for stormwater 
charge pushed back 

The fate of a new conten¬ 
tious charge on residents' 
water bills has been de¬ 
ferred until next regional 
council meeting, giving 
the city time to seek legal 
advice. 

During Tuesday's regional 
council meeting, council 
decided to hold off on dis¬ 
cussing a new staff report, 
which lists four options on 
how to best collect a new 
right-of-way stormwater 
fee, until a lawyer weighs in 
on the possibilities. 

Currently, Halifax Water 
collects the $39 fee 
through ratepayers' water 
bills. 

The staff report lists al¬ 
ternatives that would see 
the municipality collect 
the charge instead, includ¬ 
ing have the fee rolled into 
general taxes or area-rate 
taxes.

New electronic 
signs roll ahead 

Council has given the 
green light to striking a new 
agreement with Halifax Har¬ 
bour Bridges to build five 
more electronic road signs 
around HRM. 

On Tuesday, council ap¬ 
proved a new cost-sharing 
agreement with the bridge 
commission to split the cost 
of designing, constructing 
and operating five new 
"variable message signs." 

The agreement outlines 
the municipality will con¬ 
tribute no more than $1 mil¬ 
lion to the nearly $2.1 mil¬ 
lion project. 

New signs will be in¬ 
stalled on Highway 102 at 
Miller Lake and Bayers Lake, 
Highway 101 near Beaver 
Bank Road, as well as High¬ 
way 118 near Dartmouth 
Crossing and Barrington 
Street near Cornwallis 
Street.

Halifax at bottom 
of book-buying list 


Many Haligonians are big on 
reading, but our city falls be¬ 
hind the pack when it comes 
to ordering our books online. 

This week, Amazon.ca an¬ 
nounced its third annual Can¬ 
adian Cities that Love to Read 
list, which ranked 20 cities and 
was compiled after gathering 
sales data of Amazon book sales 
in print and Kindle forms from 
April 2014 to April 2015, on a 
per-capita basis in cities with 
more than 100,000 residents. 

According to the release, the 


top five cities were Vancouver, 
Calgaiy, Saskatoon, Edmonton 
and Regina. 

Halifax came in at 19 of 20, 
ahead of Hamilton, Ont. 

Vancouver earned this year’s 
top spot as well as ranking 
No. 1 in more than half the 
categories, buying the most 
cooking, travel, self-help, busi¬ 
ness and health books. 

There are roughly 50 cities in 
Canada with more than 100,000 
people.

Gardening season — the season 
of bulbs and seeds and dirt under 
your fingernails. 

And lately, it seems, more and 
more young people are getting 
into the trend of growing their 
own grub. 

“It’s so refreshing to be able to 
eat stuff that literally is two steps 
away from you,” says Alexandra 
Vance, a 26-year-old gardening 
enthusiast in Halifax. 

Vance says she’s got so many 
different herbs and veggies grow¬ 
ing on her south-end balcony that 
she can hardly open the door. 

Aside from environmental 
benefits, Vance says she finds 
physical and emotional benefits 
to gardening. 

“It kind of grounds you for a 
minute, you’re literally on your 
hands and knees, up to your 
elbows in dirt tiying to repot

something so it will be happy 
and grow up and flourish so 
you can eat it.” 

Vance also says it’s a great 
way for young people to eat lo¬ 
cal and reduce their environ¬ 
mental impact. 

“The obvious solution for 
many of us is just to do it our¬ 
selves and guarantee it’s organic, 
guarantee it’s local,” she says. 

People are gearing up for Gar¬ 
den Days in Halifax this week¬ 
end. Garden Days is a “celebra¬ 
tion of all things gardening” 
happening at the Halifax Pub¬ 
lic Gardens, and all across the 
Maritimes. Gardeners can get 


tips from professional garden¬ 
ers fike Niki Jabbour. 

“I’m really hoping that people 
who have been intimidated by 
gardening, this weekend will 
embrace the chance to get out 
and try to plant something,” 
says Jabbour. 

Jabbour is a twice-pubfished 
gardening writer and blogger 
who specialized in vegetable 
gardening, and is also the host 
of The Weekend Gardener on 
News 95.7FM. 

Jabbour says around 15 to 20 
years ago, there would be no 
one there under the age of 50 
at her gardening talks, but now 


at least half the people who at¬ 
tend her talks are in their 20s, 
30s and 40s. 

“1 think people are really curi¬ 
ous about gardening and defin¬ 
itely the younger population has 
gotten involved.” 

The Garden Days will feature 
many events centred around 
getting your hands dirty in the 
garden, including a talk from 
Jabbour, tips on what plants to 
pair together, and events for 
children. 

“This is the best time to think 
about gardening,” Jabbour says. 
“It’s not too late to put any type 
of garden in.”

O Start small and 
stress-free 

If you're new to plants 
or vegetables, keep your 
first garden small, or plant in 
containers so it doesn't get 
too overwhelming. 


© Plan your garden 

If you plan to grow 
vegetables, you need to 
plant in areas that get lots of 
sunlight, 6-8 hours a day. And if 
your soil isn't great, build raised 
beds for your crops. 


O Know your 
garden 

Do you have lots of 
sun, partial shade, or full 
shade? That will affect the 
kinds of plants you can 
grow. Ask the garden centre 
to recommend plants that are 
best suited for your site. 


O Feed your soil 

Healthy soil grows 
healthy plants. No 
matter the plant, feed your soil 
with compost. Trees and shrubs 
should also be mulched with 
bark to keep weeds away. 


O Have fun 

Add beauty to your 
landscape, save money 
at the grocery store, and grow 
what you like to eat. How¬ 
ever, don't be afraid to try 
new veggies like "Dinosaur" 
kale, "Lemon" cucumber or 
"Peppermint" swiss chard.

No mechanical woes 
in air crash: Report 


SAFETY 

Preliminary 
study notes 
bad weather, 
low visibility 

There were no mechanical prob¬ 
lems with an Air Canada pas¬ 
senger jet that crashed about 
200 metres short of the runway 
at the Halifax airport in March, 
the Transportation Safety Board 
says in a preliminary report re¬ 
leased Tuesday. 

The independent board issued 
a statement saying the Airbus 
320-200 was correctly config¬ 
ured for landing, its air speed 
was consistent with a normal 
approach and there were no 
mechanical deficiencies with its 
engines, flight controls, landing 
gear and navigation systems. 

“During the review of the air¬ 
craft’s maintenance records, no 
discrepancies were noted,” the 
board said. However, the board 
confirmed that the weather was 
poor at the time. At 12:15 a.m. 
local time on March 29, the wind 
was gusting at 48 kilometres an 
hour from the north-northwest 
and forward visibihty was 800 


metres amid snow and drifting 
snow, the statement says. 

The board also says vertical 
visibihty above the ground was 
just 91 metres. 

The jet’s fiight-data recorder 
and cockpit voice recorder have 
been examined, but the board 
says it has yet to look into pilot 
training, experience and “human 
performance aspects.” 

The board’s ongoing investi¬ 
gation will also include produ¬ 
cing an animation of the fiight 
profile, completing a site survey 
illustration, examining key air¬ 
craft components and reviewing 
cabin crashworthiness and the 
passenger evacuation proced¬ 
ures, among other things. 

“Should the investigation 
team uncover a safety deficien¬ 
cy that represents an immediate 
risk to aviation, the board will 
communicate without delay so 
it may be addressed quickly and 
the aviation system made safer,” 
the board says. 

During its approach to 
Hahfax Stanfield International 
Airport, the aircraft was being 
guided to Runway 05 by a so- 
called localizer approach pro¬ 
cedure. This procedure provides 
pilots with only lateral guidance 
to align the aircraft with the

runway, the board said. 

As the plane neared the run¬ 
way at low altitude, its engines 
severed overhead power fines, 
cutting power to the airport, and 
the jet’s main landing gear and 
rear fuselage hit the snow-cov¬ 
ered ground about 225 metres 
before the runway threshold. 

The aircraft then struck a 
localizer antenna and hit the 
ground in a “nose-down attitude” 
about 70 metres before the run¬ 
way threshold, the board says. “It 
then bounced and slid along the 
runway, coming to rest on the 
left side of the runway about 570 
metres beyond the threshold,” 
the report says. “The passengers 
and crew evacuated the aircraft; 
25 people sustained injuries 
and were taken to local hospi¬ 
tals.” Thankfully nobody died 
though the airliner was badly 
damaged, but there was no fire.

According to a release, Hali¬ 
fax Regional Police officers 
responded to a dispute at a 
Dartmouth address involving 
an off-duty police officer and a 


woman known to him at 11:36 
a.m. Tuesday. Halifax police 
investigated further and then 
referred the matter to SiRT 
Tuesday afternoon, according 
to a release. 

The male officer had been 
arrested and released on condi¬ 
tions later in the day by SiRT 
investigators. SiRT will be con¬ 
ducting an investigation into 


the alleged domestic assault 
involving the officer, who has 
been with the Halifax depart¬ 
ment for 13 years, the release 
said. 

SiRT is responsible for in¬ 
vestigating serious incidents 
involving police in Nova Sco¬ 
tia, including allegations of 
domestic violence.

ASSAULT PREVENTION 

Youths asked 
to malte tools 
for combating 
sexual violence 

Young people in Nova Scotia are 
being called on to come up with 
new ways to educate their peers 
about sexual assault as part of 
a provincial strategy that fol¬ 
lows several high-profile cases 
involving sexualized violence. 

Community Services Minister 
Joanne Bernard said Tuesday 
that the unique approach will 
include a $500,000 fund for 
students and youth groups to 
develop tools to teach people 
about sexual violence. 

She said the money can be 
used for things like apps or so¬ 
cial media pages that address 
issues such as consent and 
healthy relationships. 

“We’ve never involved a high¬ 
ly vulnerable group, which of 
course are youth, in the con¬ 
versation to the point where 
they can affect change, and 
that’s what we’re doing,” Ber¬ 
nard said. 

The innovation fund is one 
facet of a broader $ 6 -million, 
three-year initiative to combat 
sexual violence through educa¬ 
tion, prevention and improved 


support for victims. 

Premier Stephen McNeil 
said the province’s first sex¬ 
ual violence strategy will cre¬ 
ate nine community support 
networks to help victims, while 
expanding a nurse examiner 
program for people who have 
been sexually assaulted to Syd¬ 
ney and western Nova Scotia. 

People who staff existing 
crisis lines will get special train¬ 
ing on sexual violence. 

Lucille Harper, executive dir¬ 
ector of a sexual assault centre 
in Antigonish, said the strat¬ 
egy hits all the right marks 
but doesn’t yet contain many 
specifics. 

Bernard said the province 
wanted to develop a policy on 
sexual violence after the death 
of Rehtaeh Parsons, who at¬ 
tempted suicide reportedly after 
a picture of her being sexually 
assaulted was distributed in 
2013. 

Two universities in Halifax 
were also faced with cases in¬ 
volving sexually violent behav¬ 
iour by students. 

Dentistry students at Dal- 
housie University posted sexual¬ 
ly violent messages on a private 
Facebook page last year, while 
students at Saint Maiy’s Univer¬ 
sity were videotaped singing a 
chant about non-consensual, 
underage sex in 2013.

Donald Trump might never be 
president of the United States 
— at least not judging by the 
mockery from Democrats and 
mournful tweets from some 
Repubhcans following his cam¬ 
paign launch Tuesday. 

But he just might have suc¬ 
ceeded in carving out a place 
in American political history, 
with one of the more unusual 
armouncement speeches of any 
candidate. 

The bombastic bilhonaire ar¬ 
rived onstage by escalator, des¬ 
cending to the tune of Rocking 
In The Free World. His choice 
of theme music, a song about 
American decline sung by a 
Canadian liberal, Neil Young, 
was hardly the day’s biggest 
surprise. 

After toying for years with the 
idea of a presidential run, the 
real-estate mogul announced 
his plan to seek the Repubhcan 
nomination. 

He proceeded to speak with¬ 
out notes for nearly an hour, 
during which he:

“They are 
not our friend, believe me. They 
are killing us economically. The 
U.S. has become a dumping 
ground for everybody else’s 
problems. When Mexico sends 
its people, they are not sending 
their best... They are bringing

drugs. They are bringing crime, 
their rapists, and some 1 assume 
are good people.” 

• Made bold promises: 

“I will be the greatest jobs 
president that God ever created, 
1 tell you that. I’ll bring back our 
jobs from China, Japan, Mexico, 


so many other places. And I’ll 
bring back our money.” 

• Drew sweeping conclu¬ 
sions from his Republican 
rivals’ campaign launches, 
which he found lacking: 

“They didn’t know the air 
conditioner didn’t work. They 



sweated like dogs. They didn’t 
know the room was too big... 
How are they gonna beat ISIS?” 

• Plugged his golf courses: 

He insulted President Barack 
Obama for playing so much 
golf, then pivoted into a sales 


pitch: “1 have the best courses 
in the world. So I’d say, if you 
want... 1 have one right next to 
the White House.” 

• Called many people 
stupid: 

America’s leaders for paying 
interest on debt; New York State 
officials who allowed prisoners 
to escape — all branded with 
the same dreaded epithet: “How 
stupid are our leaders?” 

• Compared the Chinese to 
Super Bowl champion Tom 
Brady: 

“I just sold an apartment for 
$15 million to someone from

"I'm really rich. And by 
the way, I'm not even say¬ 
ing that (to) brag. That's 
the kind of mindset, the 
kind of thinking, you need 
for this country....

China. Am 1 supposed to dishke 
them?... 1 love China. But their 
leaders are much smarter than 
our leaders. It’s like having Tom 
Brady and the New England 
Patriots playing a high-school 
football team.” 

• Issued tariff threats: 

One of the things he’d do, he 

said, is caU Ford’s president and 
say: “Congrats on building the 
new plant in Mexico... Lemme 
give you the bad news.” The 
bad news? A 35 per cent tax on 
eveiy part made in Mexico, until 
Ford moves a plant to the U.S. 

• Teased Secretary of State 
John Keny for breaking his 
leg while bicycling: 

Trump said he’d be busy pre¬ 
venting Iran from getting a nu¬ 
clear weapon instead of cycling. 

His speech carried several 
dire comparisons of the U.S. 
to a “Third World country” be¬ 
cause of crumbling infrastruc¬ 
ture. But he concluded on a 
positive note: “Sadly, the Amer¬ 
ican dream is dead. But if 1 get 
elected president, 1 will bring 
it back — bigger, and better

Trudeau says he’d serap first-past-the-post eleetoral system 


Justin Trudeau wants this fall’s 
national vote to be the last fed¬ 
eral election conducted under 
the first-past-the-post electoral 
system. 

And, if the Liberal leader be¬ 
comes prime minister, it may 
also be the last election in which 
Canadians can choose not to 
vote, as weU as the last in which 
the only way to vote is by mark¬ 
ing an X on a paper ballot. 

Changing the way Canadians 
vote is just one element of a 
sweeping, 32-point plan to 
“restore democracy in Can¬ 
ada” that Trudeau announced 
Monday. 

Some of the measures have 
been previously announced. 


such as strengthening ac- 
cess-to-information laws; em¬ 
powering backbench MPs by 
allowing more free votes and 
beefing up legislative over¬ 
sight by Commons commit¬ 
tees; and ending partisanship 
in the scandal-plagued Senate. 

Others are new or build 
upon previous commitments. 
Among other things, Trudeau 
promised a Liberal government 
would: 

• Reform question period in 
the House of Commons so that 
one day each week would be 
devoted solely to grilling the 
prime minister. 

• Appoint an equal number 
of men and women to cab¬ 


inet and adopt a government¬ 
wide appointment policy to en¬ 
sure gender parity and greater 
representation of aboriginal 
people and other minorities. 

Perhaps the most ambitious 
promise, however, is Trudeau’s 
vow to do away with first-past- 
the-post (FPTP) in time for the 
next election. 

The current system badly 
distorts voters’ choices, al¬ 
lowing a party to win the ma¬ 
jority of seats in the House of 
Commons with less than 40 
per cent of the votes. 

First-past-the-post has long 
been viewed as the primary cul¬ 
prit behind declining turnout, 
contributing to Canadians’ be¬ 


lief that their votes don’t count. 

Trudeau personally favours 
replacing it with preferential 
balloting, in which voters rank 
their first, second, third and 
subsequent choices. 

If no candidate receives an 
absolute majority on the first 
ballot, the last-place candidate 
is eliminated and his or her 
supporters’ second-choice votes 
are counted. That continues 
until one candidate receives 
over 50 per cent. 

However, Trudeau has also 
said he’s willing to consider 
proportional representation, 
a more complex reform for 
which there are a variety of 
models, the Canadian press

MORTGAGE PAYMENTS 

Homeowners 
would faee 
hard times with 
aio%inerease 

Nearly half of Canadian home- 
owners are taking steps to cut 
their mortgage debt, but many 
would be in trouble if their 
monthly payments grew even 
slightly, a survey by Manulife 
Bank of Canada suggests. 

Manulife says 18 per cent of 
homeowners made extra lump¬ 
sum pa 5 nnents towards their 
mortgages in the past year, while 
17 per cent increased their regu¬ 
lar payments. Another 5 per cent 
of respondents did both. 

In total, 40 per cent of the 
homeowners polled made ex¬ 
tra mortgage payments during 
the past year, while 60 per cent 
did not. The average amount of 
additional mortgage payments 
was $6,300. 

Manulife Bank of Canada’s 
president and CEO Rick Lunny 
said it’s encouraging that many 


homeowners are taking steps 
to reduce their mortgage debt. 

However, the survey also 
found more than a third of 
homeowners poUed would face 
financial hardship if their mort¬ 
gage payments increased by just 
10 per cent. 

“Having your payments go 
up 10 per cent sounds like a 
lot, but if you have a $200,000 
mortgage and interest rates go 
up 1 per cent, that’s a 10 per 
cent increase in your mortgage 
payments,” Lunny said. “So 
there’s not much room here 
for those people.” 

Meanwhile, another 15 per 
cent of homeowners said they 
couldn’t handle any increases at 
all in their mortgage payments. 

Manulife polled 2,372 Can¬ 
adian homeowners in all prov¬ 
inces from Feb. 10-27. Respond¬ 
ents were all between the ages of 
20 and 59 and had a minimum 
household income of $50,000.

Activists depart from facial recognition talks 


Retailers have the ability to scan 
your face digitally, and use that 
identification to ofier you special 
prices or even recognize you as a 
prior shoplifter. But should they 
use it? Should they get your per¬ 
mission first? 

Privacy advocates announced 
yesterday they have walked away 
from a U.S. government-run ef¬ 
fort with industiy intended to 
answer these questions. 

The idea behind the negotia¬ 
tions was to hash out voluntaiy 
protocols for facial-recognition 


technology in a way that doesn’t 
hurt consumers. The Commerce 
Department’s National Telecom¬ 
munications and Information 
Administration, or NTLA, was 
acting as mediator. 

The two sides had been meet¬ 
ing for 16 months, including 
last week, until the nine major 
privacy groups said they had hit 
a dead end and that “people de¬ 
serve more protection than they 
are likely to get in this forum.” 

“At a base minimum, people 
should be able to walk down a 


pubfic street without fear that 
companies they’ve never heard 
of are tracking their eveiy move¬ 
ment — and identifying fiiem by 
name—using facial recognition 
technology,” the groups said. 
“Unfortunately, we have been 
unable to obtain agreement even 
with that basic, specific premise.” 

Industiy groups said they still 
believe consensus could be found 
on issues such as transparency, 
notification and data security. 

The ability to apply a unique 
signature to a person’s face, even 


if you don’t identify them by 
name, is particularly invasive, 
according to privacy advocates. 

“You can change your pass¬ 
word and your credit-card num¬ 
ber; you cannot change your 
fingerprints or the precise di¬ 
mensions of your face,” the pri¬ 
vacy groups said in yesterday’s 
statement. 

“Through facial recognition, 
these immutable, physical facts 
can be used to identify you, re¬ 
motely and in secret, without 
any recourse.” the associated press

YES: Home-schoolers are high achievers 

Mom and dad make great teachers — and they’re choosing to fill 
that role more than ever. A Fraser Institute study released Tuesday 
showed home-schooling grew 29 per cent in Canada from 2007 to 
2012, while public school enrollment fell 2.5 per cent. The authors 
cited research suggesting home-schooled children score higher on 
academic tests, if they follow a structured program. The institute, 
which is conservative and favours parental choice, also pointed out 
that home-schooling saves governments $256 million each year. 


NO: School is the best place to learn social skills 

Many parents worry home-schooled kids miss out on the intan¬ 
gible benefits of going to school that are hard to capture in stud¬ 
ies, such as learning how to make friends. Also, the evidence of 
home-schooling’s academic benefits is scant — one Canadian study 
the Fraser Institute cites had only 74 participants. Another, though 
its sample size was in the thousands, involved home-schooling 
families who chose to participate and was authored by the presi¬ 
dent of the National Flome Education Research Institute. 


Science and society 
show gender is fluid

Until very recently, we 
thought about gender the 
way we think about signs 
on washroom doors. There 
are two options: male and 
female. 

But at least since endo¬ 
crinologist Harry Benjamin 
first published research 
about his transgender pa¬ 
tients in the 1960s, scien¬ 
tists have observed that 
people have a range of 
gender identities. 

“The notion ... that there 
are only two sexes has 
actually been frequently 
overturned in science,” 
says Elizabeth Saewyc, a 
professor of nursing and 
adolescent medicine at UBC 
who leads the Stigma and 
Resilience Among Vulner¬ 
able Youth Centre at UBC. 
“There’s a bit more of a 
continuum.” 


Now Canadians’ aware¬ 
ness of gender variation 
is finally catching up with 
the science. As discussions 
about gender identity hit 
the mainstream, we need to 
make sure sensitivity and 
respect are always part of 
the conversation. 

Many Canadians had a 
gender epiphany earlier 
this month when Caitlyn 
Jenner, formerly Bruce Jen- 
ner, pushed transgender 
issues into the mainstream 
with her Vanity Fair cover. 
Last week pop star Miley 
Cyrus revealed her fluid 
gender identity in an inter¬ 
view with Paper Magazine. 

The conversation is rip¬ 
pling across the politics and 
policy worlds, too. An On¬ 
tario judge has ruled that 
a transgender child whose 
parents were fighting over 
her identity should be al¬ 
lowed to discover that iden¬ 
tity for herself (she identi¬ 
fies as female). 

On June 1, the Alberta 
Bill of Rights was amended 


to include the rights of Al¬ 
bertans to determine their 
own gender identity and ex¬ 
press it as they please. 

As many as one in 100 
people have gender identi¬ 
ties that are different from 
their biological sex at birth. 

Many biological causes 
of transgender identity 
have been suggested, but 
none have been proven 
definitively. It’s a highly 
complicated interplay of 
genes and environment, 
and many aspects are still 
unknown. 

Scientists do know 
gender identity is deeply in¬ 
grained early in life, likely 
before birth, says Saewyc. 

As we find out more and 
grapple with the rights, so¬ 
cial norms and expectations 
around the many variations 
of gender identity, Can¬ 
adians need to accept and 
embrace that variations 
— much like variations in 
sexual orientation — are 
natural, normal and can’t 
be changed.

You know what’s great? 

Two of the big three pol¬ 
itical parties are promising 
electoral reform, in a bid to 
combat voter apathy. 

It’s aheady part of the 
NDP’s election platform. Yes¬ 
terday, the Liberals said they’ll 
replace our first-past-the-post 
system with a process more in 
hne with the popular vote. 

It’s worth a tiy, given the 
Conservatives’ majority is 
based on the support of just 
one-quarter of eligible voters 
(39 per cent of ballots cast). 

But you know what would 
be better? A party that 
bothered to speak to young 
people. 

They — we — are at the 
heart of the problem. Youth 
turnout has been nosediv¬ 
ing since the 80s, dragging 
the overall rate with it. Only 
38.8 per cent of people 18 to 
24 voted in the last election 
(compared to 61.1 per cent 
overall). And, crucially, we’re 
not becoming voters as we age. 

This isn’t a fringe issue for 
Canadians. Our democracy is 
suffering. Politicians can get 
what they want no matter 
how few of us vote. We can’t 
say the same. 

And it’s not a problem of 
engagement. As UBC pohtics 
professor Max Cameron told 
me, “Young people have an 
enormous vocation for pubhc 
service and a great interest in 
public affairs, but very few ex¬ 
press that in terms of partisan 
pohtics.” 
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That’s because partisan 
pohtics ignores us. 

Liberal Leader Justin 
Trudeau cares so deeply about 
the middle class, it’s all he 
seems to talk about. And just 
yesterday NDP Leader Thomas 
Mulcair gave his own speech 
claiming dedication to the 
middle class. Whoever they 
may imagine belongs to this 
class, it’s not young people. 

Pohticians flick at the 
youth unemployment rate 
and believe that —just by 
acknowledging it’s abysmal 
— we trust them to fix it. We 
don’t. Same goes for climate 
change. Any plans to dramat¬ 
ically reduce tuition fees, by 
chance? Or rent costs? 

No, the pohtical parties 
aren’t ah the same, but they 
seem more hke soda brands 
fighting for market share 
than alternate visions of how 
to organize society, as Cam¬ 
eron told me. Will the next 
government shift us away 
from oil production or close 
the wage gap, end the war on 
drugs or even dramatically 
shrink the pubhc service? 

As much as I scorn the 
word disruptive, I could use 
some disruptive pohtics — 
say, the opportunity to elect 
someone other than a white 
man, seeing as, you know, 
we’re not all white men. 

So, thanks for the elec¬ 
tion reforms, guys. But I’ll be 
shocked if they inspire young 
Canadians who don’t vote and 
may never.

Toyota was the first auto¬ 
maker to launch a hybrid, 
and over the years, it has used 
that technology in a number 
of Toyota and Lexus vehicles. 
Many of them are very good, 
but it falls a little short in the 
Lexus NX 300h, its all-new 
compact SUV. 

You can get the 
NX with a conven¬ 
tional turbocharged 
2.0-litre engine, 
while the 300h uses 
a 2.5-litre four-cylin¬ 
der with electric 
motor and storage 
battery. The system 
automatically runs 
on gasoline, electri¬ 
city, or a combination of the 
two, depending on what’s 
needed. The system rechar¬ 
ges the battery itself, and you 
don’t plug it in. 

The regular NX 200t starts 
at $41,450 and has five trim 
levels, but the 300h hybrid 
comes in a single, fully load¬ 
ed, all-wheel-drive model for 
$59,450. 

The styling is edgy, and 
Lexus says it’s the company’s 
first hybrid with a kick-down 
function when you want a 


burst of acceleration. But 
while I went in expecting at 
least some sporty perform¬ 
ance because of that, I was 
disappointed. The steering is 
mushy, the brakes are grabby, 
and the engine drones. The 
only real payoff was an aver¬ 
age of 6.6 L/lOO kilometres 
in combined driving, which 
turned out to be better than 
the published numbers, and 
on regular-grade fuel. 

The interior is all quality 
materials and stitched leather, 
but I had some issues here, as 
well. You use a touchscreen on 
the centre console to operate 
the infotainment system, but 
it’s too sensitive and I had 
trouble hitting the icons, espe¬ 
cially on uneven roads. There’s 
a storage cover be¬ 
hind the wrist sup¬ 
port that’s topped 
with a removable 
cover. Flip it over, 
and it’s a mirror. 
It’s a nice idea in 
theory, I suppose, 
but Tm just seeing 
something that’s 
easily broken or 

lost. 

The NX 300h does include 
a lot of features, such as 
adaptive cruise control, lane 
departure alert, power tilt 
and telescopic wheel, power¬ 
folding rear seats, ventilated 
front seats, head-up display, 
and wireless phone charging. 
But for the money, I expected 
something that would be a 
lot more fun to drive. The 
company may be known for 
hybrids, but even the leaders 
don’t always get it right.

STUDY 


Bright light could ease that night drive 


When you drive into the night, 
turn on a bright light to im¬ 
prove your performance, sug¬ 
gests a new study that says 
doing this could improve cog¬ 
nition and alertness. 

This extends to night-shift 
workers whose work environ¬ 
ment is dimly lit, for bright 
light suppresses the release 
of the natural sleep hormone 
melatonin, according to the 
researchers. 

While this does not improve 
subjective alertness or co-ordin¬ 
ation, it staves off the effects 


of sleep deprivation and, as 
the hours pass, bright light 
works better than dim light 
at enhancing your alertness. 

In the study, the research¬ 
ers screened would-be partici¬ 
pants to find out their circadian 
rhythm chronotype, a scien¬ 
tific expression for whether 
you like to go to bed early and 
wake up early or if you prefer 
the opposite. 

The researchers also 
screened them for sleep dis¬ 
orders and propensity for mo¬ 
tion sickness because a driving 


simulator was the vehicle for 
the experiment. 

They accepted 19 mostly 
male participants and struc¬ 
tured the experiment in a 
crossover design involving re¬ 
peated measures. Conditions 
for testing included having not 
experienced sleep deprivation 
within a week of driving the 
simulated circuit. 

Participants were asked to 
stay awake until they exhibited 
sleep deprivation and 45 min¬ 
utes later the research team 
exposed them to either dim 


light or bright light. 

Next, they were 
drive in the simula¬ 
tor for 45 minutes, 
divided into two cir¬ 
cuits of at least 22 
minutes each. 

Being sleep de¬ 
prived, they ex¬ 
perienced telltale 
consequences that 
could have led to 
accidents in a real- 
life driving situa¬ 
tion, and the inci¬ 
dents worsened as

Bright light did not make 
much of a differ¬ 
ence when com¬ 
pared to dim light 
until after the first 
22-minute circuit; 
however, it made 
a significant, posi¬ 
tive difference in 
the next, reducing 
would-be-acci- 
dents, according 
to the study. 

“We were most 
surprised to find that signifi¬ 


cant differences between the 
bright-light condition and the 
dim-light condition occurred in 
the second lap of the simulated 
driving task rather than im¬ 
mediately following the bright 
light exposure,” said lead au¬ 
thor Denise Weisgerber, a doc¬ 
toral candidate at Simon Fra¬ 
ser University in Burnaby, B.C. 

Weisgerber said the experi¬ 
ence of driving in a simulator 
might have aroused partici¬ 
pants, thereby masking the 
effects of bright light during 
the first circuit, afp

Avalon seems, largely, to 
have impressed its owners with 
reliable and trouble-free oper¬ 
ation, though a few checks of 
any used unit you’re contem¬ 
plating should be considered 
mandatory. 

Some owners reported frus¬ 
trating and hard-to-track issues 
with some of Avalon’s interior 
electronics. Extra attention 
is advised for the navigation 
system, climate controls, all 
cluster lights and the audio 
system. 

Pair your Bluetooth phone, 
set a navigation destination, 
try all of the steering-wheel 
mounted controls and fiddle 
with the climate system for a 
few minutes, to be safe. 

Shoppers of 2004 to 2012 
models should also pay atten¬ 
tion to Avalon’s front end, not¬ 
ing any pulling or vibrating 
through the steering wheel 
that could indicate an align¬ 
ment issue. Note any abnormal 
tire wear that’s heavier on the 
inside or outside of the treads, 
which could indicate an align¬ 
ment problem, too. 

Listen for popping or clunk¬ 
ing noises from the front and 
rear of the vehicle as you 
travel over rough roads at a 
variety of speeds. Unwelcome 
sounds could indicate a worn- 
out or damaged suspension 
component that will require 
some attention, justin pritchard

Daimler, 

Mercedes-Benz parent company 
Daimler is set to begin work¬ 
ing in partnership with Bosch 
on the development of a new 
smartphone app-controlled 
system that would enable a 
car to drop off its driver and 
passengers then autonomously 
locate and manoeuvre into an 
available parking bay. 

The system, which will re¬ 
quire cameras and sensors to 
be installed in car parks, will 
initially be integrated into 
car2go’s vehicle fleet. 

Car2go is Daimler’s car¬ 
sharing service and one that 


relies heavily on smartphone 
apps and connectivity as a 
means of allowing custom¬ 
ers to book and pay for car 
use — making it the perfect 
test environment. 

“Our customers are always 
the centre of attention and 
all of our actions are oriented 
towards them. In future the 
car will even go to them,” 
explains Prof. Dr. Thomas 
Weber, member of the board, 
Daimler AG, responsible for 
group research and Mercedes- 
Benz cars development. 

“In collaboration with our 


partner Bosch and our mo¬ 
bility service car2go, we are 
developing and testing an 
infrastructure-based solution 
for a fully automated valet 
parking service,” Weber says. 

Technology involved 

Existing park assist, intelli¬ 
gent cruise control and au¬ 
tonomous breaking technolo¬ 
gies available on a host of 
premium sedans, the Mer¬ 
cedes-Benz S Class included, 
are sufficient when working 
in unison for a car to be able 
to manoeuvre itself into a 


garage, a road-side space or 
into a parking bay in an out¬ 
door parking lot without an 
accident. 

However, identifying an 
empty space within an in¬ 
door, multi-storey parking 
lot, navigating to it and driv¬ 
ing into it isn’t possible un¬ 
less the parking structure 
itself is as connected as the 
cars within it. This is where 
Bosch comes in. 

When the partnership is 
officially ratified on July 8, 
Bosch will be charged with 
developing the intelligent 


infrastructure components, 
such as cameras and park¬ 
ing bay sensors, needed so 
cars can see the layout of a 
car park as clearly as a hu¬ 
man driver. 

“Fully automated parking 
will be ready for mass-produc¬ 
tion before fully automated 
driving,” says Dr. Dirk Hohei- 
sel, member of the board of 
management, Bosch. 

“Low driving speeds and 
the information from the car 
park infrastructure enable a 
fast implementation,” says

Noise, noise, noise! 

A couple of hours later, around

The F-Type made 
the higher-priced XK coupe/ 
convertible look like an 8-track 
player, almost overnight. No 
one cried when Jag promptly 
quit the XK, mostly because 
the F-Type was so mesmeriz¬ 
ing. And ... maybe because no 
one cared about all that much 
about the XK, anyway. 

Driving the Jag 

The F-Type feels ridiculously 
quick, in testing the grip of 
the all-wheel-drive system. 
That’s right, all-wheel-drive. 
The pedal is touchy. The power 
is all down low, though, and 
it wanes just a bit as the revs 
climb. A just-OK zero-to-100 
km/h time of 4.1 seconds 


proves this. The standard eight- 
speed transmission is quick to 
react to paddle shifts. I’m not 
missing a manual trans one bit. 


Still, the sensation is that 
the F-Type is a supercar 
and perhaps it is for a base 
price of $117,500 (the base

As science experiments go, the 
24 Hours of Le Mans beats the 
heck out of making a papier 
mdche volcano erupt by com¬ 
bining baking soda, vinegar 
and dishwashing soap. 

The world’s most storied 
sports car race is much better 
at developing future technolo¬ 
gies, and much more enjoyable 
from a spectator standpoint. 

The 2015 edition of the race 
was run last weekend near Le 
Mans, France, and the science 
on display was particularly 
awesome and intriguing, as 
it was only the second year 
for regulations 
stipulating that 
race cars in the 
top category of 
LMPl utilize at 
least one hybrid 
system, and are 
also limited in the 
amount of energy they may 
use in each lap. 

This focus on energy effi¬ 
ciency brought Porsche back to 
fight in that top category and 
it did “real good” in 2015; the 
three-car factory team of 919 
hybrid race cars finished first, 
second and fifth. It was the first 
outright win for Porsche since 
1998, and stopped Audi’s con¬ 
secutive winning streak at five. 

Let’s take a quick look at 
Porsche’s novel — and win¬ 
ning — hybrid technology, 
some of which is already on 
Porsche’s production vehicles, 
and some of which will come 
on-stream later... 

• Porsche says the 919’s 500-hp 
2-litre turbocharged V-4 engine 
is a trailblazer in terms of fuel 
injection and internal friction. 

• Similar to the 
road-going 918

Science that's 
fast, fun 
and loud 


Spyder, the 919 employs a 
generator at the front axle to 
convert kinetic energy into 
electricity during braking. The 
energy is stored in a very high 
tech lithium-ion battery, and 
released to an electric motor 
driving the front axle, in ef¬ 
fect making the 919 an AWD 
vehicle under acceleration. The 
electrical energy is equivalent 
to 400 extra horsepower. 

• The 919 also uses a second 
recovery system. A turbine 
generator unit in the exhaust 
system works in parallel with 
the turbocharger, to convert 
energy from the exhaust-gas 
stream into electricity. So the 
919 recovers energy not only 
when braking, but also when 
accelerating. 

• Audi and Nissan use fi3m^heel 
devices, and Toyota uses an 
electrochemical supercapacitor 
device, to store the electricity 
generated by their respect¬ 
ive race-car energy recovery 
systems. Those two systems 
are generally better at ab¬ 
sorbing and releasing elec¬ 
tricity quickly, 
and are lighter, 
but Porsche felt 
its new-design 
lithium-ion bat¬ 
tery, which fea¬ 
tures individual¬ 
ly cooled cells, 

could store more electricity, 
and so was better suited for 
the demands of Le Mans, and 
for future hybrid sports cars. 

• Next year the science ex¬ 
periments will continue, and 
we’ll have a bit of Canadian 
technology to cheer on. Ford 
announced it would be going 
endurance racing next year 
with its all-new Ford GT super¬ 
car in the LM GTE category. 

Like the production Ford 
GT, the race GT will have its 
carbon-fibre chassis built at 
Multimatic Motorsports, in 
Markham, Ont., and will show¬ 
case the aerodynamic and hght- 
weight possibilities of this new 
vehicle material. 

Science that’s fast, fun and 
loud?
